Rockefeller Recalled 
Rockefeller was called to the stand 
this morning in the resumption of 
the hearing, Kellogg questioned the 
witness concerning the m ethods of 
stock distribution.

Rockefeller’s testimony will be com­ 
pleted today.

Rockefeller adm itted that he did 
not own all of the 442,797 shares of 
Standard credited to him on the rec­ 
ords of the corporation in 1899. Ha 
could not rem ember how much he did 
own, he said. 
Kellogg 
shifted suddenly to th e 
policy of Standard in regulating its 
competitor’s production. Hfi.„said_he 
knew Schofield, Schurm er and Tea- 
gle, 
operators of the refinery 
a t 
Cleveland. Replying to a question, he 
said he could remember no contract 
with them made in 1876 in which, 
they 
agreed 
not 
to 
handle 
more than 85,000 barrels of 
crude 
oil yearly, 42,000 each six months, 
and th a t in return, they guaranteed 
an increase of $75,000 yearly, and 
the Standard in Ohio was to receive 
the excess profits of the Cleveland 
plant up to $60,000 and the addition­ 
al profits would be divided between 
Schofield, Schurm er and Teagle and 
Standard Oil. 
He said such

tract may have been made, but he 
could not recall it. 
Kellogg called 
th e attention of the witness to th e

From Saturday’s game with

vard. Yale and Harvard will divide 
more than $65,000 (estim ated), less 
the expenses of the game, which will 
amount to several thousands. From 
the game with Princeton a week ago 
it is estimated that Yale and Prince­ 
ton will divide about $55,000, less 
expenses.

The less impor­ 
tant games of the season will bring 
the football surplus to more
